3. Old Business 
 
3A. Continuation of discussion concerning the acceptance of documents with electronic 
seals by a Building Official.  Mr. Joseph V. Cassidy, Acting State Building Official was 
invited to the meeting today.  Mr. Hurd noted that the Board has been trying to address 
questions raised by Building Officials across the State as summarized in Mr. Cassidy’s 
letter to the Board dated December 3, 2015.  Mr. Cassidy noted that the Board’s 
response letter dated January 19, 2016 has answered his questions clearly and 
definitely.  The Board’s response will be incorporated in a much broader communique 
which deals with electronic documents on a larger scale and will involve input from 
other entities besides the Board and communicated to the Building Officials across the 
State. 
 
3B. Application of Mr. Walter F. Hyde, III for licensing by written examination; update 
from Mr. S. Edward Jeter on his review of this application.  Mr. Jeter presented the 
Board with his report prior to today’s meeting.  His recommendation is that the 
candidate be allowed to sit for the Architect Registration Examination.  The Board 
voted to approve Mr. Hyde’s application for licensing by written examination.  
(Briggs/Barkin) Mr. Jeter abstained from the vote. 
 
3C. Application of Mr. Peter Medoit for licensing by written examination; update from 
Mr. Robert B. Hurd on his review of this application.  Mr. Hurd gave the Board a written 
summary of assessment of Mr. Medoit’s work history and educational background.  Mr. 
Hurd’s recommended to the Board that Mr. Medoit be allowed to sit for the Architect 
Registration Examination.  After some brief discussion and questions from Ms. 
Morales, the Board voted to accept Mr. Hurd’s recommendation and approve Mr.

DCP Trade Practices Division Complaint Status Report; review of complaint report 
submitted by the DCP Trade Practices Division including open, closed, and dismissed 
cases. 
 
Mr. Hurd requested that future reports include the alleged issues relating to the 
complaints.  The Board also expressed their thanks to the Department for this report. 
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4G. Any correspondence and/or business received in the interim. 
 
1. At the suggestion of Ms. Morales, the Board added an e-mail dated March 14, 2016 
from Mr. Keith Olsen concerning the requirement for Connecticut Architect Seals on 
Reports to today’s meeting agenda. 
 
Mr. Olsen is a Connecticut licensed architect working for a national engineering firm 
that provides consulting services their clients.  He is asking the Board whether any of 
the following types of reports his company prepares would require the seal of a 
Connecticut licensed architect: Accessibility Assessment Reports, Forensic Reports, 
and Construction Defect Reports. 
 
The Board determined that the reports in question do not require the seal of a 
Connecticut licensed architect in accordance with State licensing law (CGS Section 20-
293).  They noted, however, that Building Officials can require this seal if they 
determine the need for the same. 
 
2. Mr. Hurd reported that the North Carolina Dentistry Board Supreme Court Decision 
was discussed at the recent NCARB Regional Summit.  He stated that the Federal 
Trade Commission is pushing for a broader application of the Supreme Court Ruling.  
Mr. Hurd also stated that Connecticut’s Board structure with its oversight from the 
Commissioner and a Public Member structure protect them from the situation which 
occurred in this matter.  Also discussed at the Summit were the proposed 2016 
Resolutions to be acted on at the upcoming 2016 Annual Business Meeting in Seattle, 
Washington.
